H. F. KENNY TO BUILD (A BIG 
INDUSTRY IN RED DEER. 


The citizens of Red Deer will be 
pleased to learn that H. FP. Kenny 
has’ purchased from A. T. Stephen- 
son the property on Gaetz Ave. North 
lying between Campbell, Wilson & 
Horne's Wholesale Warehouse’ and 
the River. This property has an im- 
mediate frontage of 75 feet on Gaatz 
Ave., and affords 140 feet of trackage 
on the industrial spur. There is ap- 
proximately two acres of land in tie 
property, the greater portion of it 
lying in the river flat. : 

It is Mr. Kenny's intention to de- 
velop this as a “Market Centre.” Fis 
plang include the erection of an up- 
to-date 25,000 bushel grain elevator, 
with a fifty-barrel flour mill, a chop- 
per and a cleaner in_ connection. 
These facilities will give the farmers 
an opportunity to store or sell their 
grain as they may desire, get their 
chopping done or their year’s supply 
of flour ground. The Hour mill wil 
be thoroughly efficient and produce 
a quality of flour that will compare 
favorably with any that is now on the 
market. ; 

The lower ground will be used for 
receiving and sales stables and yards 
for Mr. Kenny's live stock business. 
Scales will be installed and every 
facility provided for an_ up-to-date 
live stock business. Owing to the 
fact that this property ig well below 
the intake and that everything will 
be kept as clean as_ possible, there 
can be no reasonable objection to the 
location for this purpose. — 

The accommodation at this Market 
Centre will do very much to attract 
farmers’ trade to Red Deer and make 
them feel that the city is interested 
in giving them adequate market ser- 
vice. Mr. Kenny is now’ unloading 
some 12 carloads of timber and lum- 
ber that he secured at the Valley 
Lumber Co.’s sale in January. This 
will be used in the construction work, 
and it is his intention to proceed 
with the work ag soon as_ weather 
conditions permit. 

It is also possible that Mr. Kenny 
will construct a potato storehouse, 
which is badly needed and which will 
be of great- value as a shipping point 
for thig community.

The London .(Eng.) Times publish- 
ed on Tuesday, February 11, the most 
significant document yet given to the 
British public as to the true meaning 
of Bolshevism, and itg effect on priv- 
ate and domestic life. This is noth- 
ing less than the Bolshevist anti- 
marriage charter. It is the proclam- 
ation issued and posted in Saratoff, 
Russia. and actually applied there. 

It is a decree “proclaimed by the 
free association of Anarchists.” 

The News reproduceg it from the 
Calgary Herald, who published it in 


Thig decree is proclaimed by the 
free association of Anarchists of the 
town of Saratoff. 

In compliance with the decision of 
the Soviet of Peasants’, Soldiers’ and 
Workmen’s Deputies of Kronstadt, 
the “private possession of women {s 
abolished. 

MOTIVES. 


Social inequalities and legitimate 
marriageg having been a condition in 
the past which served as an instru- 
ment in the handg of the bourgeoise, 
thanks to which all the best species 
of all the beautiful have been the 
property of the bourgeoise, the prop- 
er continuation of the human race 
has been prevented. Such arguments 
have induced the organization to edict 
the present decree. 


1.—From March 1 the right to pos- 
sess women of the ageg of 17 to 32 is 
abolished. 


2—The age of women shall be de- 
termined by birth certificates, or 
passports, or by testimony of wit- 
nesses, and on failure to produce 
documents their age shall be deter- 
mined by the committee, who shall 
judge them according to appearance. 


3—Thig decree does not apply to 
women having five children. — 


4—The former owners may retain 
the right of using their wives with- 
out waiting their turns. 


5—In the case of resistance of the 
husband he shall forfeit the right 
under the former paragraph. 


6—All women. according to this de- 
cree are exempted from private own- 
ership, and are proclaimed to be the 
property of the whole~ nation. 


7—The distribution and manage- 
ment of appropriated women, in com- 
pliance with the decision of the above 
said organization, are transferred to 
the Saratoff Anarchists’ club. In 
three days from the date of publica- 
tion of this decree all women, given 
by it to the use of the whole nation, 
are obliged to present themselves to 
the given address, and to supply the 
required information. 


8—Before the committee is formed 
for the realization of this decree the 
citizeng themselves will be charged 
with such control. N.B.—Any citizen 
noticing a woman not submitting her- 
self to the address under this decree 
is obliged to let it be known to the 
Anarchists’ Club, giving the address 
full name, and father’s name of the

10—Each man wishing to use a 
piece of public property should be a 
bearer of a certificate from the Fac- 
tories Committee, the Professional 
Union, or Workmen’s, Soldiers’ and 
Peasant’s Council certifying that he 
belongs to the working class family. 


41—Every working member is 
obliged to discount 2 per cent. from 
his earnings to the fund of public 
general action. N.B.—This committee 
in charge will put these discounted 
funds with the specifications of 
nameg and lists, into the state banks 
and other institutiong handing down 
these funds to this popular genera- 
tion. 

12—Male citizens not belonging to 
the working classes in order to have 
equal rights with the proletariat are 
obliged to pay $10 monthly into the 
public fund. : 

13—The local branch of the state 
bank ig obliged to begin to reserve 
payments to the national generation 
funds. as 

14—All women proclaimed by this 
decree to be national property will 
receive from the funds an allowance 
of £23 per month. 

15—All women who become 
nant -are released from their 
duties for four months, up to 
months before, and one month 
childbirth. 

16—The children born are given 
to an institution for training after 
they are one month old, where they 
are to be trained and educated until 
they are 17 years of age at the cost 
of the public funds. 

17—In the case of the birth of 
twins the mother is to receive a prize 
of £20. 

18—All citizens, men and women, 
are obliged to carefully watch their 
health. 

19—Those who are guilty of spread- 
ing venereal disease will be held re- 
sponsible and severely punished. 

20—Women having lost their health 
may apply to the Soviet for a pen- 
sion.

ton, has had considerable experience in Western Canada, and few men are 
better informed than he on the agricultural possibilities of Western Can- 


ada, and particularly of Alberta. Since 1906 he has been in charge of the 
Dominicn Government's Experimental Station at Lacombe in Central 
Alberta, where his work, especially in connection with livestock, has been 
of the utmost value to farmers throughout the province and elsewhere in 
the Canadian West. 

Mr. Hutton has been connected with farmiug so long that he does not 
remember when he first began. He is a thoroughly practical farmer. 
During his boyhood days he did those tasks which usually fall to the lot 
of a boy brought up on the farm. Later he went to collége where he 
obtained his B.S.A. degree, in 1900. After operating a farm of his own 
tn Eastern Canada for about six years, he went West to take charge of the 
Government's Experimental Station, which he is now leaving to take up 
his appointment with the Canadian Pacific. He is known throughout 
Western Canada ag one of the foremost agriculturists in the country, and 
his activities in connection with the live stock industry may be gathered 
from the fact that he is president, vice-president or past president of six 
different breeders associations, bestdes holding numerous directorships. 

Few men have done more than he in promoting mixed farming methods 
among the farmers of Central Alberta. This be has done by showing the 
immense possibilities of the country and by proving in the practical man- 
ner how favorable the conditions are for the raising of live stock and 
dairying. Sent to Lacombe to operate the Government Experimental Farm 
there with a view to ascertaining and demonstrating the varieties of grains,: 
grasses. fruits, and vegetables most suitable to local conditions, and the 
best methods to emplov to secure most economical results, he soon saw 
that if there was a great and useful field in this work, there was also a 
very valuable one in the live stock industry in all its phases. He accord- 
ingly suggested to the Department of Agriculture that the work of the 
station should include experimentation with livestock in addition to grains 
and other crops, and succeeded in convincing the head of the department 
of the merits of this suggestion. From small beginnings, Mr. Hutton and 
his assistants have built up at Lacombe the largest flocks and herds of any 
experimental station in Canada, with the possible exception of the Central 
Farm at Ottawa. 

The information gained as a result of the experiments conducted at 
Lacombe have been very valuable to farmers throughout Western Canada. 
Hog-raising, sheep-feeding, beef and milk production are all subjects that 
have had most careful attention. During the last three years more than 
three thousand hogs have been used on the farm in tests of various breeds 
to ascertain which were the most economical pork producers under local 
conditions. In a grading-up experiment with sheep now belng conducted 
more than four hundred ewes are included. An excellent herd of Angus 
cattle has also been established, and the foundations laid for a first class 
herd of Holsteins. From the sale of live stock, the farm has a revenue 
running into many thousands of dollars annually. 

Mr. Hutton's work with the Canadian Pacific will be along lines 
similar to those along which he has previously been engaged. His new 
duties will include the supervision of the system of demonstration farms 
operated by this company, at which settlers in Western Canada may re- 
ceive advice, based on the experience of many years as to the best farming 
methods to employ, thus giving the new settler a chance to avoid many of 
the mistakes likely to be made by farminers ccining from a country where 
different conditions prevail. Probably no other private company lJand— 
railway or any other kind—in any country has spent so large a sum or 
taken so great an interest {n getting the farmer started right as has the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, and the appointment of a man of Mr. Hutton’s 
ability and experience to be the head of its Agriculture and Animal Indus- 
try Branch indicates that no change in this policy 1s contemplated,

RIOT NOT AIMED. 
“AT AUTHORITY 


BLEAK AND MISERABLE LOCAL- 
ITY OF RHYL CAMP WOULD 
RAISE IRE. 


Rhyl, March 11.—Kimmel camp on 
a wet afternoon would raise the spirit 
of revolt in a sheep. They tell me it 
is a beautiful summer establishment, 
and I hope so, for certainly today it 
is the bleakest and most -miserable 
locality I have seen since I turned my 
back on the muddy lahd in Flanders. 
I.am in no way surprised that the 
Canadians are moving heaven and 
earth to get away from its duckboard- 
ed vicinity. 

Today I was afforded this - liberty 
to roam at will over the entire camp, 
and {n connection with the discon- 
tent which brought forth such dis- 
astrous consequences last week I 
heard the views of many men of va- 
rious ranks. 

At present the official mouth is 
closed owing to the sittings of the 
court inquiring into the causeg of the 
disturbance, the entire matter being 
considered as akin to subjudice, but 
Col. Colquhoun, the officer command- 
ing, repeated with emphasis: “What- 
ever may be the finding of the court, 
I know that the disturbance was not 
aimed at my authority or at any 
officer in the camp. Throughout the 
whole trouble I walked about among 
the men and wag everywhere treated 
with proper respect. 


DISCIPLINE IS GOOD. 
“What I saw today of Kmimel bears! 


pline is in no way impaired, the men 
are clean and properly dressed and 
salute their officers as smartly as 
any of the Imperial army ever did. 


the chief causes of dissatisfaction 
are in the following order:

PROGRAMME RETARDED. 


At Liverpool the programme has 
been retarded by unexpected delays 
in turning ships around, and while 
the men freely recognized the diffi- 
culties of the shipping minister, there 
exists a certain feeling that one ship 
less would affect America’s progress 
very little, while making every dif- 
ference to the Canadians who would 
be enabled to make up some lost 
ground. If no further declaration 
takes place this week eight thous- 
and men, exceeding the three thous- 
sand who sailed yesterday, will have 
left Kinmel camp for home. Com- 
plaints aired in Canada regarding the 
overcrowding of steamers, have also 
caused important reductions 
numbers embarked, and one must 
sympathise with the harassed nauthor- 
ities here, who say the men will clam- 
orously volunteer to sail with stand- 
ing room only, and then raise Cain 
when the ship’ touches Halifax. 
Dissatisfaction with the general 
scheme of Canadian demobilization is 
not so marked here fg I had imagined 
it being imposed by statement that 
when the riot broke out only 1,600 
men from the Canadian corps had 
been embarked, while 64,000 had gone 
from English camps and lines of com- 
munication. What the veterang of 
the Fourth Division may think of 
these figures ig quite another matter.

American Travellers Want Private Ownership 


The Tra‘lic Club of New York, with a membership of eteven hundred, of 
which the majority consists of users of the transportation systems of the 
country, has adopted the following resolution: 

That Government ownership, management or operation of railroads is 
not conducive to economic efficiency, and that private initiative, enterprise 
and responsibility in the creation, extension, tmprovement and operation of 
the American railroads should as a matter of national policy be fostered 
and preserved. 

That the extension of the present system of Federal control. for a period 
of five years, or any extension beyond the limitation now pres cribed by law 
of one ycar and nine months after the proclamation of peace, is earnestly 
Opposed as prejudicial to the public interest. 

That the recognized tmpracticability of coatinuing the Government oper- 
ation of the railroads for twenty-one mouths after pez.ce under the present 
law is a conclusive reason why the properties should be relinquished, and, 
that in view of the termination of hostilities, it should ¥%e the policy of the 
Railroad Administration to restore the integrity of individual ‘properties 
and prepare for their return to the respective owners. 

That the vrinciple of reasonable, responsible and adequate Govern- 
mental regulation of transportation facifities is recognized and cepted, 
but that such regulation should provide for the encouragement, protection 
and development of the railroads. >

Analysis of the figures showing re- 
turned soldiers employed as_ civil 
servants in the provincial government 
departments in Edmonton, brought 
down in reply to questions by Capt. 
Robert Pearson and Miss Roberta 
MacAdams, overseas’ soldiers’ repre- 
sentatives, shows that of thea total of 
1,576 employes on the pay rolls on 
January 1st last, lesg than eight per 
cent were returned soldiers. 

Not only this, but the 129 returned 
men employed during 1918, of whom 
many were merely tempora-sy ap- 
pointments, constituted but fifteen 
per cent. of the total of new employ- 
es put on the pay roll during 1918 

The soldiers representatives in the 
house are contrasting these figures 
with the fact that the service flag dis- 
played in the parliament buildings 
shows that over 225 men enlisted for 
overseas service from the govern- 
ments departments. Also, they point 
out that of the 119 soldiers on the 
pay roll on January Ist last, thirty 
were former employes who had sim- 
ply returned to their old positions. 

ANALYSIS OF FIGURES. 

It is further pointed out that the 
government's own detailed returns 
show that eleven of the returned men 
are now on the lists as temporary 
employes only, and that practically 
none of the important positions with- 
in the gift of the government have 
gone to returned men. The only sal- 
aries of $150 and over paid to re- 
turned men are paid to especially se- 
lected men for certin positions which 
it was considered that returned men 
only could fill, as,.for instance: 

The only three salaries of over $200 
per month paid to returned men are, 
first to a provincial architect, who 
held the same position at the same 
salary before going overseas; second, 
to a returned medical offieer, who is 
medical superintendent of a hospital 
for returned men; and third, to the 
director of labor for Alberta. A sal- 
ary of $200 is also paid to the trade 
commissioner of the province. 

The government returns showed 
six returned soldiers whose salaries 
were $150 per month, but four of these 
were on temporary employment in the 
greater production campaign carried 
on in conjunction with the 4 

| 
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government, which was paying half 
of the salaries; since then, two of 
these four men have been taken on 
permanent employment of the _ prov- 
ince at $100 per month. The salary 
of $150 a month ig paid to a conduct- 
ing officer working with the returned 
soldiers’ bureau and the only other 
returned man who gets $150 a month 
is a court stenographer, who has 
been reinstated in his former position 
at the same salary ag at the time of 
his enlistment. 

Eleven soldiers are shown as draw- 
ing a salary from the provincial gov- 
ernment of $125 a month. Of these, 
two were reinstated in former posi- 
tions held at the time of enlistment. , 
at their pre-war salaries, two others, 
are wild land tax assessors, one is a! 
clerk, and one other was temporarily 
employed for three months as a, 
clerk. 


TO G.W.V.A. SECRETARIES. 


Four other men down on the list of | 
employes as returned soldiers will al-| 
tract the attention of the Great War| 
Veterans’ Association, as they are; 
four secretaries of that association in| 
four cities in Albertay The govern-| 
ment, it appears, has an arrangement | 
with the G.W.V.A. by which the BOv-| 
ernment pays to each of, four ‘associa- 
tions in the cities a sum of $125 a 
month for carrying on employment 
work. It was understood that this 
money was to go to the associations 
direct and not to the secretaries of 


the local associations, but the govern- | 
ment returng show that the money is 
credited 


to the secretaries direct, 


who are thug carried on the roll as 
government employes. 


IN VARIOUS DEPARTMENTS. 


Another interesting phase of the 
government returns in this connection 
is in relation to the manner in which 
the returned men on the rolls were 
appointed in the various departments. 
The returns, ag asked for, show who 
each man was recommended by for 
appointment. The department of 
telephones, presided over by Premier 
Stewart, and the department of pub- 
lic works, at the head of which is the 
Hon. H. A. McLean, In the telephone 
department, there are 49 returned 
men, of whom 10 were former employ- 
es and two are temporary employes. 
Of the 39 other employes, 36 are act- 
ing in the following capacities: 18 
clerks at $80 to $100 per month, 14 
linemen, installers and  switchmen, 
while four are employed as truckmen 
and storemen. 

It is pointed out by soldier mem- 
bers in the house that as the govern- 
ment hag stated telephone construc- 
tion is largely held up because of the 
scarcity of skilled labor, it appears 
that the department could not have 
obtained such men other than from 
the ranks of the returned men, in 
view of its own returns. 


WITH PUBLIC WORKS. 


In the department of public works, 
where 52 returned men were em- 
ployed, four were former employes. 


Of the 48 new’ employes, 10 were 
clerks, 14 were guards and 15 were at- 
tendants, all minor positions carry- 
ing small pay. In the department of 
public works, the government returns 
show that most of the returned men 
appointed were put on at the recom- 
mendation of the Great War Veter- 
an's association or its representa- 
tives, while in the department of 
agriculture, with its 14 returned sol- 
diers on the rollg the government re- 
turns indicate that these men were 
all recommended for appointment by 
the Hon. Duncan Marshall, the min- 
ister at the head of the department, 
himself. 

The attorney general's department, 
presided over lately by Hon. J. R. 
Boyle, who succeeded Hon. C. W. 
Cross, employs 22 returned men. of 
whom eight were previous appoint- 
ments. The returns indicate’ that 
none of the employees were recom- 
mended by Hon. Mr. Boyle himself. 
The department of education, presi- 
ded over by Hon. Geo. P. Smith, has 
only two returned men on its rolls in 
the parliament buildings,one of whom 
was reinstated at his previous salary, 
and one paid $100 per month as assis- 
tant in manual training at the Cam- 
rose Normal School. 

TEMPORARY EMPLOYES 


The session of the legislative as- 
sembly ig giving temporary employ- 
ment to eight’ doorkeepers at $2.50 
per day durfng the session. The 
treasury department, presided over 
by Hon. C. R, Mitchell, has two retur- 
ned men, one of them recommended 
by the premier himself, and the other 
reinstated at his previous salary. 

The department of municipal af- 
fairs, under Hon. A. G. MacKay, em- 
ploys 13 returned men, two of whom 
have been reinstated to former posi- 
tions,,and three others of whom are 
acting as sanitary inspectors. 

In the service of the King's printer, 
under the department of agriculture, 
three are employed, one of whom 
was, before enlisting. assistant to the 
King’s printer at a salary of $125 a 
month, and who ig re-employed at $25 
per month less than before he went 
overseas. 

The government returns show that 
no returned men are employed in the 
department of the provincial secre- 
tary, presided over by Hon. J. L. 
Cote.

Under this head on Saturday last 
the Calgary Herald published an art- 
icle from the London, England, Times 
as to the real meaning of Bolshevism.

The Herald article ig as follows: 

Because of the fact that many 
misguided and ill-informed people in 

, Canada are being led through ignor- 

ance, to endorse the Bolshevist move- 
ment in Russia and because there are 
evidences in plenty that the Soviet 
government of Russia ig working in 
thig country among the toilers with 
its Bolshevist propaganda, The ler- 
‘ald reproduces today from the Lon- 
don Times some information as to 
just how the Bolshevik policy of gov- 
ernment works out in practice. 

There can be no question as to the 
truth of the document reproduced 
from The Times. That paper vouches 
for its accuracy and it is pot in the 
habit of making mistakes. After 
reading this monstrous official an- 
nouncement from the Bolshevik gov- 
ernment of a Russian city it would 
be well for Canadian labor to hesi- 
tate before it gives countenance to a 
movement which announces such de- 
moralizing doctrine. 

Western labor men in convention 
in Calgary yesterday passed a re- 
solution of sympathy for Russian 
Bolshevism and German _ Spartacan- 
ism. Do these men wish to see their 
wives and daughters subjected to the 
ignominy which is being forced upon 
Russian women under the disgrace- 
ful Bolshevik order? The very read- 
ing of such a document’ causes the 
blood of freemen to boil and their 
flesh to creep. None with a spark of 
chivalry or moral decency left in 
him could sanction such a preposter- 
ous and demoralizing condition of 
affairs. In ignorance, we are certain, 
that resolution of sympathy was 
passed yesterday. It should be with- 
drawn and a resolution of condemn- 
ation passed in its stead. 


NO ONE MAN'S JOB. 


The work of repatriation is no one- 
man's job—it ig the duty and the 
privilege of every citizen of the Dom- 
inion of Canada. 

The war was not the work of the 
soldiers alone—it was the task of 
every Canadian, and it is our pride 
-that Canadians as a whole recognized 
that, and set a standard for self sac- 
Tificing, intelligent joyful service not 
surpassed in any country. 

The war is not yet won. -These 
soldier boys who have been in the 
midst of alarmg for four years and 
more, still-suffer from its effects, al- 
though very many men are coming 
home physically sound. These boys 


must change their whole scheme of 
living. Their outlook on life must be 
changed. To do so, they will need 
help. They will need sympathetic, 
kindly treatment. That is where 
everybody can help. Not all have 
jobs to offer. These men must have 
satisfactory work at a proper com- 
pensation. A body of public senti- 
ment must be created in favor of giv- 
ing the returned man every possible 
chance to make himself self support- 
ing, as he wants to be. Meet him 
when he comes home. Give him the 
glad hand. Smooth out his little 
difficulties. Be kindly, sympathetic 
towards him, and then help him to get 
a good position. And when he gets 
that position, be still sympathetic 
with him, so that he may get back to 
that place in the community to which 
his talents fit him, but which his ex- 
perience hag in a sense unfitted him. 

Repatriation is a big problem, but 
the solution can and will be found in 
patient, kindly treatment. 

The Land Settlement scheme is 
under way. The government will se- 
cure land for the men who want to go 
on the farms. The Provincial gov- 
ernments are co-operating in a most 
splendid manner. Soldier farming 
communities will shortly dot the 
land. There is no danger of a fail- 
ure in thig proposition. 

“We will go the limit for the Re- 
turned Men,” is the substance of a 
resolution passed unanimously by the 
Saskatchewan legislature at the ses- 
sion just closed. That is an excellent 
motto for all Canadians. The limit 
is not too much. 


SSS 
A TYPICAL EGOTIST. 


Under the caption of “ The Cruelty 
of an Egotist,” the Toronto Globe 
says editorially: 

“The attack of Sir Sam Hughes in 
the House of Commons upon _ the 
leaders of the Canadian corps ig one 
of the most needlessly cruel offenses 
of the supreme egotist, who, with 
scarcely any experience of actual 
warfare poses before the Canadian 
people ag a great military strategist, 
whose advice is received by men like 
Marshal Foch with awe and wonder 
and is followed with implicit faith. 
There are thousands of Canadians 
who have lost sons or brothers or 
husbands on the far-off bloodstained 
fields of Flanders and France, whose 
wounded hearts will bleed afresh at 
the thought that the lives so precious 
to them were thrown away by incom- 
petent or inhuman leaders, regard- 
less of the cost of victory.

Sam Hughes in the House and the 
letter quoted by him ag having been 
written to the Premier on October 
Ist against ‘the useless massacre of 
our Canadian boys as has needlessly 
occurred at Cambrai,’ they must be- 
lieve that no man would make such 
terrible charges without being sure 
of hig ground.

The number of prescriptions in Ed- 
monton upon which the 214,999 
ounces were sold numbered 7273. The 
whiskey consumption far exceeded 
that of all other liquors, the total 
quantity prescribed reaching 102,516, 
the next nearest being brandy, of 
which 10,851 ounceg were sold.

Supplies of coal, kerosene and gaso- 
line have been exhausted and since 
wood was nationalized in September, 
it has not been available for private 
use. Because of lack of fuel, the 
advices state, the sewage and water 
systems of Petrograd might cease 
operations at any time. 

The streets of Petrograd were de- 
scribed as deserted with the excep- 
tion of soldiers and civilians begging 
for food. The deaths in the city, 
chiefly from typhoid and smallpox, 
were estimated at four thousand 
daily. 

The Swiss, Danish, Swedish, Dutch 
and British embassies were said to 
have been looted. 

Conditions in Moscow were report- 
ed as better than in Petrograd, al- 
though all industries in the former, 
except a few military plants, 
ceased to operate. The only 
available is brought to Moscow by 
peasants, who sell it at excessive 
prices, sugar bringing twenty roubles 
a pound, which at the old value of a 
rouble would be ten dollars. Dog 
meat sells at seven and horse flesh 
at twenty-one roubles a pound.

“NEVER SURI SURRENDER : 
THEIR MOTTO 


A THRILLING EXPLOIT OF THE 
BOER WAR. ‘ 


The following lines were written 
during the Boer war to commemorate 
the exploit of a small party of the 
Strathcona Horse who, true to their 
motto “Never Surrender.” held a 
small post against an overwhelming 
force of the enemy until they were 
all shot down. Some Boers who were 
captured the next day said that the 
small company of six had been re- 
sponsible for the death of thirteen 
Boers in the fight. The lineg are the 
more interesting to Red Deer people 
from the fact that Trooper Crnick- 
shank, mentioned therein, was a Re. 
Deer boy. The lines will be read 
with interest at this time, knowing 
the exploits of Red Deer boys in the 
war just ended, and will be preserved 
by many who knew the boys who fell 
in the South African war: 

On September 4th, 1900, a squad of 
Strathcona Horse was sent out from 
the main body, with orders tg hold 
a kopje in the Crocodile Valley, near 
Badfontein. Through an error they 
went to the wrong place and found 
themselves surrounded by some four 
hundred Boers. True to their orders, 
however, they refused to surrender, 
and held the position until every man 
was killed. 

You say we're deteriorating, 

Well mebbe we are, I can’, say; 

We're apt to run up against w eaklin’s 

Almos; any time of the day; 

While as for the Ancients,them fellers 

Wag always.a myst'ry to me; 

You probably know more about them 

Because I don't read none you see.

“Today is to see the culmination of 
the most notable episode report so far 
in the four months’ history of the 
peace conference. The supreme way 
council will formally adopt the text 
of the terms ‘of German disarmament, } 
and abandonment of conscription is 
to be required of Germany. 

“That is the destruction of German 
militarism. Yet, it igs an admitted 
truth that until a few days ago no- 
thing so bold and decisive was in con- 
templation in the inner circles of the 
conference, 

“This clean cut to the root of inter- 
national trouble is the work of one 
man, and We are justified in saying 
that if the man had not been the 
prime minister of Great Britain at 
this moment the chance would have 
been missed. 

PREMIER TAKES LEAD 

“It happens ironically enough, that 
all the time when the British prime 
minister was taking the initiative ta 
bring this about at the conference, his 
government at home was still being 
fiercely assailed for its prqposal to 
maintain a diminished force on a con- 
scription basis until the results of 
peace should have been secured. The 
opposition are now taced with the 
fact that the prime minister has taken 
the lead in’a course of policy which 
will have more effect in doing away 
with conscription than all their denun- 
ciationg a million timeg multiplied.

HOLD TOGETHER 


DR. MICHAEL CLARK ‘DELIVERS 
TELLING ADDRESS. 


LEFT FRIENDS FOR WHAT .THEY 
THOUGHT WAS PUBLIC GOOD. 


Ottawa, March 7.—Notable contri- 
butiong to the debate were made by 
Dr. Michael Clark, Red Deer, and 
Ernest LaPointe, Kamouraska, in the 
house: Thursday. 

Dr. Clark paid a brilliant tribute to 
the late Sir Wilfrid Laurier, whose 
name he coupled with that of Glad- 
Stone, but did not manifest Any dispo- 
sition to rejoin the party of his old 
political leader. He likened his poli- 
tical position to that of a coy young 
lady being doubly wooed and who had 
decided to continue the double court- 
ship for the present. Dealing with the 
tariff, he accused the liberals of being 
less advanced than they were two 


years ago and asserted that the tariff|- 


record of the two parties is about the 
same, 


FOR PUBLIC GOOD 

Dr. Clark said that when the lib- 
eral-unionists joined the government 
it was amidst the storm and stress 
of danger, the most violent that had 
ever threatened the world. They had 
weathered the storm together and 
now the opposition expscted the Hb- 
eral-unionists to sy to the govern- 
ment, “We wish you good morning.” 
Would the honorable gentlemen re- 
spect them if they did,;’ he asked. 
“We are not built that way,” he said. 
“We left our friends for what we 
thought was the public good. -When 


when that same star guides us. When 
we leave it will pe for the good of the 
country.” 

Another thing occurred to him in 
connection with the invitation to 
come back, and that wag “is there 
something to come to?” He _ noted 
what D. D. MacKenzie has said about 
a shack, a latch, a string and a light, 
and he felt bound to gay that ffom the 
point of view of construction qualities 
or policies Mr. MacKenzie should 
have added, “Bring your own provi- 
sions.” 

MR. MACKENZIE'S STAND. 

Mr. MacKenzie, said Dr. Clark, had 
been in the habit of asking why the 
government did not do something.

: said, “Why did you do it?” He had 
also wanted an election and he got 
that. 

Dr. Clark then remarked that Mr. 
McMaster had make some references 
to thg tariff, indicating that he had 
low tariff ideas. Hg thought Mr. Mc- 
Master had better get busy and in- 
struct his leader, for he could not 
remember the latter aver suying any- 
thing about the: tariff. He had fought 
shy of it. The present liberal party. 
declared Dr. Clark, occupied a less 
advanced position than they did 25 
years ago. At that time it was low 
tariff on the lines of the British pol- 
icy, but in the intervening period the 
policy had become one of tariff for 
revenue. 

“The great majority of the people 
of that part of the country from which 
I come,” said Dr. Clark, “can’t see 
much difference between the perform- 
ances of both parties, and the sooner 
that is stated authoritatively the bet- 
ter.” / 

Mr. McMaster, “What about reci- 
procity ?” 

PERFORMANCE AND PROFESSION 

Dr. Clark: “Haven't the government 
given free wheat and free potatoes? 
The per- 
formance on one sidg and profes, 
sion on the other?” a 

Dr. Clark expressed the fear that

If he were to give a word of 
advice to the government he would 
recommend that it avoid half meas- 
ures. It wag almost inevitable that 
the country would suffer from .a 
period of ironic depression. That was 
the result of the war. 

Another principle of reconstruc- 
tion, Dr. Clark went on, was to have 
free discussion on public questions. 
This talk of shelving the tariff or not 
talking on the tariff could only be 
compared with a man who wanted to 


consider the material. Wealth must 
be produced and the tariff had a 
bearing on the subject. Allied with 
the question of wealth was that of 
trade. A tariff was an obstacle to 
trade, whether for revenue’ or for 
other purposes. 

The government was interested in 
shipping. But a fully protectionist 
country would not need any ships.

Ottawa, March 11—As a result of 
the action of Sir Thomas White, in 
regard to the Grand Trunk Pacific, 


the government now has the whip 
hand. The Grand Trunk Railway is 
still responsible for its guaranteed 


301,252. In addition, too, the Grand 
Trunk has advanced to the geveral 
G.T.P. companies $26,179,278, making 
a total committment of the Grand 
Trunk of $123,280,980. The govern- 
ment will positively not loan the 
Grand Trunk any money to meet the 
interest on these bonds ag in the past. 
The Grand Trunk will either have to 
pay the interest or come to terms 
The next interest payment is around 
April 1, and it {sg believed that before 
that time the Grand Trunk directors 


willbe prepared to talk business on 


the basis suggested by the govern- 
ment, 
OFFERS MADE PUBLIC 

The correspondence which was laid 
on the table of the house yesterday 
referred to the offer of the govern- 
ment, and counter offer of the govern- 
Trunk for the road. Those offers have 
never been made public. Your cor- 
respondent is in a position tp state 
definitely that the offer whfch was 
made a year ago by the government 
Wag that proposed by the Drayton- 
Acworth report. This report took the 
ground that the Grand Trunk should 
be dealt with fairly, and the govern- 
ment should not enforce “strict jus- 
tice.” The reason given was that 


‘the Grand Trunk shareholders, in. 


the early days, with but smal! gov- 
erament assistance, and in competi- 
tion with the railways of the United 
States, with their vastly greater re- 
sources, built up the first Canadian 
railway system.” 

The government takes the same 
view, and while it holds the whip 
hand, ig still prepared to treat the 
Grand Trunk fairly and, what it be- 
Neves gencrously. 

The Drayton-Acworth report aver- 
aged the dividends for the ten pre- 
vious years,and proposed that instead 
of buying out the road the sharehold- 
ers should hand over their stock on 
the payment of an annuity amount- 
ing to this dividend which wag $3,600- 
000. The negotiations for the pur- 
chase of the road opened a year ago 
in January when Sir Robert Borden 
asked on what terms the directors 
would sell out. They asked for an 
annuity of some $8,000,000, sufficient 
to pay dividends on the common 
stock which hag not paid dividends 
for fifty ygars. The government re- 
jected this and countered with the 
offer of the Drayton-Acworth report. 
This wag in March. The _ matter 
stood there until the minister went 
overseas, a year ago this summer. It 
was still found impossible to come 
together, the Grand Trunk directors 
rejecting the government's offer and 
the government refusing to increase 
the amount. However, before Sir 
Robert left England in August, the 
Grand Trunk modified its proposal 
and suggested an annuity of about 
$5,£00,000. This wag also rejected 
by the government. The cabinet is 
standing firm by its original proposal. 
There the matter hag stood until the 
recent startling developments. The 
next movement is up to the Grand 
Trunk, 


GERMAN SUBMARINES ARE SOLD 


London, March 13.—More German 
submarines will be sold and the mon- 
ey realized distributed among the al- 
lies on a scale to be adopted by the 
supreme council, T. J. McNamara, 
parliamentary secretary to the Ad- 
miralty, announced in the House of 
Commons __ today. Mr. McNamara 
stated that already 54 German sub- 
marines had been sold. He also said 
tha tthe supreme council had not yet 
decided what wag to be done with 
the other German ships. The prov- 
isional composition of the Mediterr- 
anean squadron was six battleships, 
six ght cruisers, a destroyer flotilla 
and f&& submarine flotilla.

BRITAIN’S WAR SAVINGS. 


War Savings Certificates were first 
placed on sale in Great Britain on 
February 22, 1916. Between that date 
and January 18, 1919, inclusive, 
287,030,200 certificates were sold. 
These represented $1,435,151,000. Of 
this amount the redemption amount 
to probably a little over four per 
cent. 


The sales by years are as follows: 
1916 Certificates gold......... $54,394,053 
1917 Certificates sold ........ $82,932,258 


1918 Certificates sold $140,761,865 

As the financial year does not end 
until March 31, it is quite probable 
that the sales during the present fis- 
cal year will exceed those of last by 
over 30 per cent. That the sale of 
certificates is continuing strong may 
be seen in the fact that for the week 
ending January 11, 1919, the sales 
brought in $11,500,000; while for that 
ending January 18, they were about 
$17,000,000. 

It should be borne in mind that 
while these millions of War \Savings 
Certificates were being sold, the sales 
of National War Bonds reached the 
huge total of $8,226,638,670. The 
sale of these bonds began on Octo- 
ber 1, 1917, and ended on January 18, 
1919, which means that during the 
68 weeks of the issug the average 
weekly sale amounted to $120,000,000. 

Even though the war feeling has 
subsided, the sale of certificates con- 
tinues to be very brisk, 3,428,191 hav- 
ing been sold during the week end- 
ing January 18, which average, if 
maintained would double the sales

Mr. Lansing was emphatic 
in his statement that the Allies must 
feed Germany and give the Germans 
Opportunity to sell their products in 
the foreign markets, if the danger of 
Bolshevism was to be averted. He 
Pointed out that it was not through 
pity for Germany, but to the Allies’ 
own advantage to see that anarchy 
Wag prevented in the former German 
empire. 

Mr. Lansing, in part, said: 

“Germany hag suffered bitterly and 
Germany ig entitled to suffer for what 
she has done. She has paid a fearful 
penalty for the crime of plunging the 
world into four years of blood and 
fire. Today starvation and want are 
the portion of the German people. 
Violence and murder stalk the streets 
of their great cities. Political insti- 
tutions, industrial enterprise and the 
very structure of society are totter- 


ing. It is the price of their own evil- 
doing, the just retribution 6f their 
crimes.”
